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$10,100,000 goal set 
for capital fund 


“Margin of Difference” volunteers 
have kicked off the largest develop- 
ment campaign in the history of Juni- 
ata College. 

Workers under the direction of 
Region 1 Chairman Dr. William S. 
Murray ‘50, on Sept. 16, began the 
drive for the $2,800,000 needed in the 
first phase of the $10,100,000 total 
program. 

Region 1 leadership also includes 
Miss Iris A. Coffman °47, and Mr. 
Donovan R. Beachley, Jr. 47, Hagers- 
town, Md.; Mr. Jesse F. Garber °49, 
Waynesboro, Pa.; Dr. John T. Yates 
56, Bethesda, Md.; and William C. 
Bateson °51, Baltimore, Md. 

The “Margin of Difference” cam- 
paign is designed to meet needs Juni- 
ata had not anticipated for another 
decade. In the face of the rapidly ex- 
panding U. S. student population, 
Juniata is making a determined bid 
to remain small, private and academi- 
cally distinguished. 

In support of the “Margin of Dif- 
ference” the Juniata trustees have 
pledged $400,000 and total giving has 
reached over $650,000. 


$2,800,000 First Phase 


The $2,800,000 in the first phase of 
the program will be partly used for 
a College Center now under construc- 
tion and on two new residence units 
which will be completed by the Fall 
of 1969. 

The major emphasis of the drive, 
however, is on people. This view was — 
underscored by President John N. 
Stauffer, who took office on Sept. 1 
and pledged his active support for 


the campaign.

“In these trying times,” Stauffer 
said, “we must realize that liberally 
educated men and women can change 
the world. We need more than prob- 
lem solving technicians, we need peo- 
ple with vision.” 

“Margin of Difference” spotlights 
the pressure for outstanding teaching. 
Among the goals set by the Board of 
Trustees are endowed professorships 
to attract superior faculty; instruction- 
al innovations to stay abreast of tech- 
nical developments and undergraduate 
scholarships for qualified students. 

Physical growth will include, beside 
the College Center and residence 
units, a humanities building, an addi- 
tion to the music building, a new 
physical education facility and an ad- 
ministration building. 

Planning and organization of the 
“Margin of Difference” has been pro- 
vided by the President’s Development 
Council under the able leadership of 
Mr. Thomas Martin, executive vice- 
president of the Mid-Continent Oil 
and Gas Association.

Class of 1972 Largest in Juniata’s History 


Dr. John Stauffer, newly elected presi- 
dent of Juniata, greeted the largest 
freshman class in the history of the 
school on Saturday, September 14, 
when the Class of 1972 arrived on 
campus for Freshman Days, prior to 
the official opening of the College on 
Sept. 17. 

Dr. Stauffer took over the top ad- 
ministrative spot at Juniata on Sept. 1. 
A Juniata alumnus, he comes to his 
alma mater after serving Wittenberg 
University, Springfield, Ohio, in the 
same capacity for the past five years. 

Dr. Stauffer replaced Dr. Calvert 
N. Ellis who retired after 25 years as 
president of Juniata. Dr. Ellis will 
serve Juniata as a member of the 
Board of Trustees and President 
Emeritus. 

The incoming freshman class far 


outnumbers any previous entering 
group with 384 students. This repre- 
sents an increase of 46 students over 
last year’s freshman class. 

The Juniata faculty will see quite 
a few new faces this academic year. 
It was announced that 22 full time 
new faculty members will grace the 
Juniata classrooms during the fall 
term. In addition, five part time facul- 
ty members will serve Juniata in their 
initial outing. This increases the fac- 
ulty to a record 98 member group. 

For the first time in the history of 
Juniata, students will serve as mem- 
bers of faculty committees this year. 
The students requested such action 
Jast year and the faculty agreed to 
have students serve on their various 
committees.

Indian Gridders Set To Open Football Wars 


Well, maybe, if, but, perhaps!!! That’s 
what the upcoming season holds in 
store for the 1968 Juniata Indians. 

There is no doubt that the roster is 
well stocked with some good small 
college talent, but how far it can be 
stretched and how well some big 
holes are filled will go a long way in 
determining whether or not the Tribe 
can equal last year’s 7-1 Middle At- 
lantic Conference championship rec- 
ord. 

The Indians will take a seven game 
winning streak into their opener at 
Westminster and there lies another 
snake in the grass. The Titans hung a 
21-7 defeat on the Tribe last year and 
after Westminster come Albright and 
Drexel; three tough opponents to open 
the season against. 


Weiss Returns 


Don Weiss was everybody's all ev- 
erything last year and the senior 
quarterback gives the Indians a most 
potent offensive attack. Weiss can 
throw short and long equally well and 
is a constant threat to take off around 
the ends. 

With Weiss chucking, Jeff Barnes 
at end and Randy Rolston at halfback 
will be on the receiving end of most 
of his aerials. Both had outstanding 
years last season in the pass catching 
department. 

The Indian ground attack should be 
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strong with Rolston, halfback Harry 
Gicking and fullback Jim Hartland. 
Hartland has not lost a yard in two 
seasons of ball toting. 

The Offensive line is a question 
mark with only Lance Shomo and 
Ben Otto at left guard and tackle hav- 
ing much game experience. This area 
will come in for a hard look by the 
coaching staff in pre-season drills. 


Fleck Anchors Defense 


The Defense is anchored by line- 
backer David Fleck. Fleck and Frank 
DiMatteo give the Indians some of the 
strongest linebacking in the East. The 
defensive secondary with Peter Straup 
and Joel Delewski at halfback, Weiss 
at safety and sophomore Dale Ritten- 
house at monster should prove capa- 
ble of handling the opposition. 

The defensive line has three of five 
starters returning with Dave Lauris 
and Cliff Berg at tackles and Pat 
Moore at one end position. Sophomore 
Dick Biemiller is expected to get a 
good shot at the middle guard spot 
with the other end position up for 
grabs. 

The Indian kicking game seems 
sound with DiMatteo handling the 
punting for the second straight year 
and Fleck, who set two PAT records, 
doing the placekicking. 

Although the Indians appear to be 
strong on the front lines it will un-
